‘Any mechanic can work up a sled to 
crank off some fast laps, but a Tooler is 
a work of art and isn't concerned with 
speed. It can open up if it has to; un- 
derneath the fancy exterior there's noth- 
ing but first class running gear. Authen- 
ticity, however, is the Toolersc prime 
concern and detail is what it boasts, For 
in the fine art of Toolering, the car is the. 
thing, not lap time. 

While detailing а Tooler does take 
time, patience, imagination and a steady 
hand, it's actually easier than building a 
good static model. The only parts used 
are the body, fenders and interior. The 
rest of the machinery is pure slot-sled. 
To assemble the three bodies shown on 
the cover, for example, took just опе 
nights work (about six hours) 

"The first step іп building a Tooler is 
a paint job for the body. When finished, 
it should be set aside, as it won't be nee 
ed again until the rest of the work is 
completed. The fender assembly is the 
D next operation, after the choice of pow- 

er, frame and running pear has been 
made. 

To mount the fenders, place them on 
а table upside down. Then lay the com-

check for fit. Mark cut-out lines, as need- 
ed, on the center section of the fender 
assembly.

The tires, for ex- 
ample, should be reasonably close to 
scale and should not protrude beyond the 
fenders. Try to use slot parts that 
without excessive reworking to the car 
itself. 

Once the fenders have been cut and 
mounted to the running gear, paint and 
set aside. The interior should then be as- 
sembled, painted and detailed before be- 
ing inserted into the body section. 

To add wood inlay to either the ех- 
terior or the dash, thin cedar cigar 
wrappers work beautifully. This type of 
wood is best applied by using any of the 
“white glues", such as Elmer's Glue All 
or Blue Bird. They dry clear and will not 
harm plastic. After the glue has dried 
(about two hours), the wood inlay should

Do you have а friend who appreciates 
а good cigar? Well, get him one with that 
sophisticated wooden wrapper around it. 
AS soon as he lights up, grab the wrap- 
рег and beat it to the nearest work- 
bench; ‘cause we're going to show you 
how to make a wooden back bed for a 
nifty pickup. 

This is a litle trick that master model- 
ers have been playing with lately. Read 
Bob MeCalla's Tooker bit, if you don't 
believe us. Bob (нес just about the same 
technique as shown here. Not only is it 
simple, but it's the most authentic look- 
ing way to add wood where you want it 
(plastic and contact tape just aren't real 
enough). 

1f you follow the steps here, you can 
finish up the job easily this side of 30 
minutes, The wood will look real since 
that's just what itis. Add a coat of clear, 
and you get a sharp varnished, grainy 
appearance. And for a finishing touch, 
Jay on a few strips of chrome tape (avail- 
able from АНС or Auto World).

THE MAGIC ADDITIVES 
FOR EXTRA TRACTION 


Has some hot thumb ever given you 
a hole job while your tires just spun and 
your car went nowhere? Have you ever 
had the experience of accelerating a little 
too soon in а curve and finding your car 
facing the wrong way? Here are some of 
the products and а few ideas that can 
solve your problem. 

‘The first thing that you are going to 
need is а pair of trued and sanded tires, 
ther sponge or mechanical rubber. 
This is important, because without round 
tires nothing can help. Just to be sure 
of this take time in the following step. 
Hold the rear end of your car above a 
sanding block while running the motor 
at about three-quarter speed. Now gently 
lower the rear until the tires just barely 
touch. If they run smoothly on the 
block then you are alright, but if they 
bounce because of irregularities, you will 
have to true them up. After you are sure 
that your tires are true, you can begin 
experimenting with the many products 
now marketed for the specific purpose of 
Increasing tire to track adhesion. 

"The first group is the spray type; in- 
cluded are Classics Shure Grip, Spra 
Kleen by GC Electronics, and SPC's Sur- 
ace Shield. These are best applied by 


spinning the tires in it slowly. I person- 
ally prefer the latter method because it 
tributes the liquids more evenly. The 


results and are the easiest 
to work with, but generally cost more. 
If time is of importance, such as in races 
of under ап hour, the advantage of a 
speedy pit stop using spray-on adhesion 
could be just the thing to put you out 
in the lead again. 

The second set of adhesives is of the 
bottled sort. Burmars No Skid, K&B 
Engine Power Tire Cleaner and Cheater 
Tire Dressing By Ram Engineering make

Hs a good idea before a race to run 
Your car in practice for a while, clean 
off your tires, run some more and then 
before the cars are impounded clean them 
off again. 

"The last type of tire traction improvers 
are the "goops", so called because their 
consistency defies any other description. 
Two such products are U-Go's Bloo Goo 
(1) and Circle T's Traction tonic. The 
most efficient method of using "goops" is 
to bead a line behind your car and spin 
the rear tires in the solution. Once the 
"goop" is evenly distributed in your tires, 
rub it in with your fingers (a cloth would 
take too much off). The "goops" form 
a high friction coating on the surface of 
your tires and the effects should be 
pleasingly long-lasting. There's no trouble 
finding these products; Bloo Goo is 
bright blue (of course) and Traction 
Tonic is a few shades lighter than army 
green. Both are easy on the pocketbook 
amd come in handy погдей plastic bot- 
Чез. 

Now it's up to you and the track that 
you race on ав to which of the offerings. 
you should use, During our testing on a 
variety of tracks, we have found that the 
bottled type additives work well on just 
about any track or tire, The sprays and 
"goops" seem to work out best on the 
sponge type tires and the new foam slicks 
as well. If you run a silastic-type tire, try 
Surface Shield; it provides just enough 
hold on the tums for our driving style. 
But the ultimate choice is yours, so start 
‘getting out on the other end of those 
hole shots.

that тау be assembled by just about 
anyone who can follow a few simple but 
important instructions. The car as it 
comes in the competition kits, has only 
‘one unfortunate feature, that of possibly 
being a little heavy for the horsepower 
supplied to the rear wheels. By too heavy, 
we mean for the speed-happy fan who 
has the uncontrollable desire to smolder 
the tres all the way around the track. 
‘The car has plenty of power for the in- 
dividual who exercises a little common 
sense and admits to himself that if he 
wants an absolute screamer, he is going 
to have to build it from scratch; and 
probably spend about twice as much 
money as he will for this litle dandy, 
which comes complete with everything, 
except experience, for the grand total of 
$6.95 plus tax. 

There have been several models of this 
particular car and this is by far the best 
buy. Strombecker made a static model of 
this same car about two years ago and 
many people converted them over, with 
the usual amount of problems. But 
trouble has been eliminated with this kit. 
‘There is a new set of rear tires that make 
as much difference over the old ones as 
the steam engine did over the horse and 
buggy. They are much softer and wider 
and give that ever so desperately needed. 
“bite”, with a minimum of slippage. 

Thé construction is reasonably easy. 
If you follow the instructions provided 
with the kit you will stay out of trouble 
and end up with a nice looking and very 
functional race car. When you arrive at 
the body construction section, you will 
notice that it sits rather high off the 
‘ground when attached to the frame. This 
сап be lowered by trimming the peg 
which holds the brass insert, which in 
tum receives the screw that holds the 
body and frame together, If you perform 
this little operation, you must remember 
that when you cut one thing, you will 
have to cut something else. In this case, 
the wheel areas where the axles come 
through the body must be trimmed out 
the same amount, The two inside saddles 
hold the oilite bearings and should be 
cut very carefully so as not to leave them 
with a sloppy bearing surface. 

When painting the body, just a can of 
AMT clear lacquer was used, since the 
body is already red (this В the stock 
Ferarri color and needs no color change). 
The decals should be applied after you 
have painted the body, as the paint will 
have a tendency to pull or "orangepeel" 
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Grand Prix machine. 


If you are fairly good with a 
paint brush, detailing on this particular

Fogging is simply the process of apply- 
ing one color over another, but not with 
the intention of entirely covering the first 
coat! Actually the idea is to try for 
а “two tone" paint job, but not one that 
features the two separate colors sharply 
divided by a clean, sharp line. One color 
should blend into the other. 

Generally speaking, its far better to

fog a dark color over a light one, the 
result usually being far more satisfac- 
tory than if you did it the other way 
around. 

Pick up your old trusty can of Testor's 
PLA spray enamel, (I'm using their 
258, Surfite yellow) and put it in the 
warm water. Shake it once in a while 
to make sure all the paint gets warmed. 
When that is done (don't get the water 
too hot, bubbie, we don't want Surfite 
yellow all over your kitchen walls!) mist 
the first coat on, using the same tech- 
nique you used to apply the primer, 
making sure you're about 15" or 20° 
from the model. Let this “tack coat” dry 
thoroughly and apply the second coat, 
a bit thicker this time, but mot roo 
thick, It should take about three coats 
to cover the primer nicely. No sanding 
is needed between coats here. 


THE FINE ART 


While you are applying the final coat 
of Surfite yellow, have a can of 17-R 
‘Tweedy Pie Purple warming in the old 
pot, The minute you finish laying on 
the final coat, and before it dries, pick 
up the Tweedy-Pie Purple and begin 
blasting! Rotate the car so you're point- 
ing at the underside with the paint 
nozzle. All you want is just a mist of the 
purple to reach up and cling to the 
lower part of the doors, fenders, ete. 
By aiming at the bottom of the car 
enough overspray will hit the side of 
Ше car to give you just what you want. 
Candy colors are the toughest to work 
with for some reason. Solid colors and 
Metalflakes come out fine. 

You can also fog the top of the саг. 
Learn to use a paint mask, as shown in 
the photo. It gives you quite a bit of 
control over the spray from your paint 
сал. Fog a fairly narrow band down the 
center of the hood, top ard trunk. 

That's really all there is to it, If you 
ever get a chance to try this with an air- 
brush, at least you'll know the basics of 
the game, Above all, experiment every 
time you get a chance. You can come 
up with some really fantastic patterns 
and color combinations. А coat of Chip 
Guard will protect your finished model 
from grubby little hands.

A READY-TO-RACER THAT STINGS THE COMPETITION

Classic Industries, operating out of Los 
‘Angeles, has long been known as the pro- 
ducer of the Manta Rays, one of the 
highest rated ard most imitated of the 
eady-to-race slot racers ever manufac- 


tured, Well, it seems the advanced think- 
ing people weren't satisfied with having 
just one of the many ready-to-runs now 
marketed, so they went to work оп a 
‘complete line of slot car parts and knock- 
ed ош а pair of new cars to boot! 
The first of the new Classic offerings 


is their bright yellow Viper, a 1:24 scale 
built-up car selling for $11.95. Under- 
neath the sleek, aerodynamic shell is a 
totally new, aluminum. 


built into the frame by Classic, instead of 
regular 1/87 holes for the front axle, 
there are oblong holes so the axle сап 
"float" over bumps and dips in track sur- 
face. Also included in the chassis, which 
can be purchased separately for $249, 
are Classic's own precision bearings for 
the rear axle and a weighted pick-up col- 
lar. Power for the new Viper comes from 
the CM 360 eight volt motor which puts 
out speed to spare. The motor, finished 
in typical Classic orange, is a large, can- 
‘ype, and can be had separately for $4,00. 
Getting the power to the ground are a 
set of smooth-meshing, all brass gears,

It's modeled іп 1:24 
scale and goes by the name “Asp”, which 
means more poison for the competition. 
ts worth waiting for. 

To see how the cars performed right 
out of the box we checked them out on 
the dynamometer. Well, the results were. 
nothing short of pure satisfaction! The 
Viper roared right up to 50 feet per sec- 
ond with almost no amperes pulled! To 
back this the revitalized Manta Ray came 
оп at 60 feet per second, right out of the 
box! 

Impressed so far, we packed a hand 
control and the two Classics into our kit 
and took off for the local raceway. Once 
out on the track the Viper quickly sorted 
itself out and began to give the local hot- 
shots and their scratch-builis a hard time. 
The floating front end and the new soft 
rear slicks really did the job in the turns 
and the CM 360 got that Viper down 
the straights like it was shot out of can- 
поп.

That's where the term "scratch building 
came from. Tt means, literally, to build it 
from scratch, or in other words, from 
"nothing". 

Today, with manufacturers. providing. 
more and more beautiful items, the need 
to scratch build becomes less and less. 
Why spend hours tediously hand build- 
ing an item that can be bought across the

Aristo-Craft has a comprehensive line of 
these items also, Perfect and KAS offer 
а wide range of tubing. 

The favorite object of the scratch 
builder's attention is usually the "space

A BASIC TRAINER 
IN THE WILD 
SCIENCE OF 

"DRAGSTER-OLOGY'' 


Drag racing is a very popular hobby. 

t's putting it mildly. In the slot- 

the simplest form of racing 
since no turns have to be negotiated and 
driving ability doesn't play a role, How- 
ever, it would be a mistake to think that 
building and running a dragster is simple.

In many cases, only frac- 
tured seconds separate the winners from 
the weepers. Acquiring the necessary 
know-how is a slow tedious process and it 
is fast becoming a complicated science, 
We call it “Dragster-ology”.

It is better to start with a rela 
tively simple frame and learn to tune it 
before graduating to the temperamental 
high-priced monsters. 

My old friend "Ten-Thumbs" asked me 
to help him get started in dragsters. One 
Saturday afternoon we walked down to 
the neighborhood hobby shop and invest- 
ed а few dollars in a magnesium frame 
chassis made by Model Die Casting Co, 

Arriving home, the Witless Wonder 
was eager to start the project. But I suc- 
ceeded in getting him to lay out all the 
parts on his kitchen table and to have a 
look at the instructions. The pictures on 
the assembly sheet told him the story and

straight line, than 
‘track. But once 


it wasn't long before we had ай the parts 
fastened together. Before installing the 
motor, we ran it at half voltage (con- 
nected to a 6 volt battery) so that the 
brushes would Ье well seated, Meanwhile, 
we checked out the running components 
by putting the chassis on the floor and 
letting it roll. It tended to veer to one 
side. After careful measurements we 
found that the axles were closer to each 
other on one side of the car than on the 
other. Uneven wheelbases would make 
the car run slow (because the pickup 
would always drag against the side of 
the slot) and зо а few minutes were 
spent in correcting this first mistake. The 
tires were kneaded by hand until they sat 
оп the wheels squarely and when rotated 
Бу hand did not seem to wobble. 

‘At this time the motor was installed 
and gear mesh adjusted. When 12 volts 
were applied to the pickup braids, the 
motor whined happily and the rear 
‘wheels turned without vibration. When 


all components seemed to be in perfect 
order, we returned to the hobby shop to 
try our luck at the dragstrip. 


‘The first few runs were fairly success- 
ul and we approached the 2.5 second 
mark several times. However, coming out 
of the chute we noticed that the car 
fishtailed excessively, cutting down on ac 
celeration. I pulled out two wheels and 
tires from my toolbox and fitted them on 
the rear axle. We now had twice the rub- 
ber area in contact with the track and 
the results were most gratifying. The car 
Picked up speed and went down the 
strip without a hitch, But when we tried 
24 volts the old wheelspin returned. 
"More rubber needed" sid I and we 
went home to work on the саг a litle 
тоге. 

Using a small file, we enlarged the 
slots іп the chassis so that the rear axle 
Could be shifted back about 1/8-тен 
farther. From a scrap piece of brass we 
fashioned a simple bracket to support a 
freely spinning idler gear. This idler gear 
was positioned so that it vas exactly be- 
tween the motor pinion and the driven 
gear on the rear axle. When the rear axle 
was replaced, we put an additional 
Wheel and tire on it so that there were

AND HOW THEY GOT THAT WAY

If you know anything about the wild 
and wooly world of American automo- 
tive design, you know that car styles 
change.

Well, like those bugle-blowing troop- 
ers that come roaring into the last five 
minutes of every John Wayne movie to 
chase poor old Chief Empty Pockets 
‘back onto the reservation, there's a spe- 
cial breed of car buff that never fails to 
save the day. They're the Kings of the 
Kustom Road, flying a proud Lemon- 
Lime - Kandy - Kumquat - Monza - 
Metalflake - Colored banner. With vixen 
files and welding rods at the ready, they 
tear into the yearly flock of not-so-new 
birds, replacing muss production dull- 
mess with а personal custom touch. And 
the public loves ‘em, 

‘As а hearty slice of the annual De- 
troit-run circus, professional car cus- 
tomizing has become big business. And 
as big business, i's become a pretty 
serious affair. If you just think about it 
for a minute, you'll see how competitive 
the custom action has become. Of the 
literally thousands of reworked custom 
machines turned out each year, only 2 
handful get a second glance from the 
топеу-теп in the East. And even fewer 
get the nod from the model makers. A 
handful of trophies from the custom 
show circuit is great; but to have your 
custom-streamlined-baby make it big ir 
1/25 scale is nothing but pure heaven. 
But how to make it from а size to ki

Not ever custom machine is adaptable 
to Ше model world. And most modelers 
wonder why. The primary reason behind 
the selective tastes of the model manu- 
facturers is basically financial. While the 
fullsize show car might run up to $18,- 
000 to produce, the kit version can 
easily cost $45,000 for the first model 
off the production line. And that, to put 
it colloquially, is a lot of coin. There- 
fore, a sort-of-science has been de- 
veloped by the sharper customizers. The 
пате of the game is “stay within the 
general stock body line.” And heres 
hhow the game is played, and how the 
"66 Customs came to be. 

‘As soon as the new Detroit models are 
released, the customizers get to work, 
Actually, they've usually been hard at 
it for some months, feeling out the styl- 
ing trends, The fint step in the produc- 
m is а stock plastic model, The cus- 
tomizers then carefully work out body 
changes that are appealing, yet not dras- 
tically involved, The object, from the 
model manufacturer's point of view, is to 
be able to use the stamping dies from 
the stock model. The result, when it 
hits the local hobby shops, is a kit that 
offers the model builders two cars for 
the price of one. 

"There are also the special “one-of-a- 
kind" cars — the Ala-Kart, The Surf 
Woody, the Munster Koach, etc. — that 
have won such a devoted following, that 
the model companies will tooup for a 
special production run, But that is a 
story by itself, and а horse-chol 
gamble for the companies. They, like 
the custom "new" cars, add а heap of 
color to the road scene, But, it's the cus- 
tom "new" jobbers that put the real 
spark into the action. The wild "Kandy- 
Kolored Tangerine Flake Streamlined 
Babies" are the circus clowns. But the 
166 Customs are the main attraction. 
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In cose you hadn't noticed, there's a special gimmick in the custom kits. By 
designing the kit around a basic body style, and adding different parts that 
‘adaptable to it, several custom versions сап be had for the price of one.

‘The world's most beautiful metal mini 
cars ме made by Lesney Products Со, 
in Hackney, England. There are dozens 
of body styles in their familiar "Match- 
bon” series, and devoted followers are 
just about uncountable. Sports cars, 
trucks, milk wagons, Volkswagens and 
virtually any popular car can be pur- 
chased for a remarkably low price. 
Many of the models have operating 
doors, trunk lids and springy axles. And 
their size is temptingly close to HO 
scale, So I just couldn't resist the temp- 
tation and here is how I went about 
adding a motorized chassis, 

1 chose the Matchbox "E" type Jag- 
war. It has а wheelbase of 1 and 5/16ths 
inch which is pretty nearly the wheelbase 
of the Aurora HO Thunderjet chassis. 
‘The exact match for the wheelbase made 
my work quite simple. First, 1 used an 
1/8 dia, drill to free the metal lugs which 
held the Matchbox chassis to the body. 
А little bit of prying, after the lugs 
were drilled down, separated the chasis 
from the body. Second, а 1/32 dia, drill 
was chucked into my Dremel tool and а 
hole was drilled into the front body 
mourt, I slowly drove the Aurora body 
mounting screw into the hole, then

removed it. The rear mounting stud of 
the Matchbox body was not used as it 
did not match the mounting hole in the 
rear of the Aurora chassis. 

At this time T found it necessary to re- 
move а little bit of metal from the 
inside of the doors to make the chassie 
fit. A small file would have done it, but 
1 used a milling cutter inserted into the 
Dremel tool and the job took less than 
а half minute, Next, а small piece of 
hardwood was cut to fit the inside of the 
body approximately between the rear 
fender wells, Т mixed the two parts of 
the epoxy cement that I use for jobs 
such as this and fastened the wood into 
ihe body. I let jt dry in a warm oven 
first; then outside the oven overnight 
By the next day the epoxy was rock 
hard. I carefully fitted the chassis into 
the body. Only a litle bit of wood had 
to be whittled away to make a darn 
good fit. 

The front screw vas inserted to hold 
the body and chassis in proper alignment 
and using the rear chassis hole as а 
guide I drilled a 1/32 hole into the 
wooden block. There, the job was 
finished. The car is no world beater due 
to the relatively heavy body, but it is a 
pleasure to watch а "shelf" model cir- 
culate on my track.

for Slot Racing action that’s different, inexpensive and nothing but fun! 


BY GEORGE SIPOSS 


Full size motor racing is not necessarily 
а rich man's sport. At the low budget end 
of the scale there is the humble but wild 
Go-Kart . . . California invention for 
thrill seekers on a budget. Go-Karts swept 
the country and the world because of 
their simplicity and superb performance; 
а reason similar to that for slot care 
popularity. Miniature car racing, slot rac- 
ing to you, has Formula I cars, sport 
and GT cars and those hairy stockers. 
Why shouldn't we have slot Go-Karts as 
well? 

Building a slot Go-Kart is the ultimate 
in simplicity. АШ you need are a few 
components and a half hours time and 


you will be ready to scare all opponents 
СМ the track, Start construction by as- 
sembling a Monogram chassis kit (Part 
number 1603) im the normal manner. 
Adjust the wheelbase to approximately 
2.3/4 inches. Before mounting the pick-

assembly runs without binding, or tight- 
mess and does not veer off to one side, 
All four tires should be trued up by 
sanding after they have been kneaded on

For a motor we used an X-88 Mono- 
gram. This is the latest type slim line job 
‘mainly used for 1/32 scale Formula cars. 
(Other companies produce it under a dif- 
ferent designation.) In order to mount 
the motor crosswise — to make room for 
the driver — we fashioned a brass brack- 
et to which the motor was fastened by a 
single screw. The other end of the motor 
жаз simply wired to the chassis with two 
tums of 1/32 diameter brass wire, Now 
for the hat trick; а 3/16 inch long piece 
of rubber tubing was slipped оп the 
Output pinion gear of the motor.

But for a start, 
cardboard will do since this part is main- 
ly used for effect in creating a seat for 
the driver, The seat is fastened (epoxied. 
or screwed) to the chassis just in front 
of the motor. 

For a driver I used the “Little Jim 
Hall” from Cox's latest 1/24 scale Cha- 
parral (I assumed that this was Jim 
Hall). Remember, this Go-Kart В not 
exactly 1/32 scale, but somewhere around 
1/22. So опе need not be too particular. 
"The driver is simply epoxied to the seat. 

Tf you feel ambitious, for maximum 
effect you should make up а dummy en- 
gine cover for the motor. You could use 
scrap pieces of plastic from another kit, 
To create a real sensation, use the en- 
gine block parts from a 1/24 scale plastic. 
shelf model. The seat could be padded 
with leather and a gas tank can be 
added. Don't forget to add a steering 
"wheel and two small pedals for gas and 
brake. An easy way to create the driver 
is to assemble one of Ulrictis Mini-Men.

This project takes little time and the 
rewards are pure pleasure. The Go-Kart 
has a very low center of gravity and is 
very competitive on local tracks due to 
its low weight and high power-to-weight 
ratio, If you like a fun project . . . £0 
Go-Kart!

Probably the dream of most ardent slot 
racing enthusiasts is 10 eventually own 
a slot racing track of their own, How- 
ever, for every fan who actually goes 
ahead and builds a track, or tries to, 
there аге а dozen or зо who are afraid 
to attempt it 

Let me dispel one myth right now. 
А home track is лог difficult to build! 
Unless you are a hopeless "basket case", 
Chances am you have the necessary 
talent to build an absolutely magnificent 
slot track. 

But, before you can even think of 
picking up a hammer and saw and "hav. 
ing at it", you will have to spend some 
time doing some "chalk talk", just like 
a professional football player. You can't 
build something without a plan of some 
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THE ACTION IS! 


sort. In this 
essential! 

Right now ГЇ assume that all you 
have going for you is а burning desire to 
build a track. Sit down there partner, 
pour a cup of coffee, and grab some 
paper and a pencil. We're going to do a 
Іше figuring. 

Ws easy to determine how much space 
it takes to comfortably fit a two, three, 
ог four lane track into a space of known 
size. Glance at our three lane design. 
You will note that we have left a mini- 
mum of four inches from the edge of 
the table to the first, or “outside” 
We have also allowed at least 
between slots. Many tracks have been 
built using far less distance from slot to 
slot, but we want to build а track that 
Will accept ой 1/32 and 1/24 scale 
cars. It seems ridiculous to me, to spend 


а plan is absolutely 


money an а track that will accept only 
‘one scale! For no extra money. the table 
can be made to accept both scales. 

1 also feel certain that the majority 
of slot racing enthusiasts would be hap- 
pier racing on a track that has curves 
with a radius of mot less (han $-3/4 
inches. This is especially so if you intend 
to race 1/24 scale cars, 

Starting from the left hand edge of a 
table then, a three lane track would 
take up the following measurements: 
4 inches from the edge of the table to the 
first slot; 3-3/4 inches between slot one 
amd slot two, and 3-3/4 inches between 
slot two and slot three, Then add another 
4 inches to the edge of the inside shoul- 
der. The total width of the track, from 
shoulder edge to shoulder edge is 15-1/2 
inches. 

Before you go ahead and begin to 
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build, you must determine just exactly 
what is the "perfect" race course? T 
can't speak for your tastes, of course, 
but I can tell you what my idea of a 
good course would be, 

‘The theoretically perfect track, as T 
see it, would be one that has a combina- 
tion of long, fast straights, medium speed 
straights, and slow, short straights; plus 
curves of varying radii, resulting in dif- 
ferent cornering speeds. This kind of 
layout really keeps a driver on his toes; 
he cant learn this type of "drivers 
course" ín a few minute's tim 

А 12 voli car battery is an ideal power 
supply. Опе can be obtained very in- 
expensively from a Sears or Wards store, 
usually for only $10.00 or so. You can 
Tun as many cars as you want from one 
of these batteries. Only an occasional re- 
charging is necessary. 

А slot track сап be built of many dif- 
ferent types of materials. The lumber 
used for the framework needn't be top 
grade. Number two "common wood" is 
fine, and inexpensive, The 1966 MODEL 
CAR RACING HANDBOOK, on sale 
almost everywhere now, for $1.00, has 
a complete plan, plus picture story on 
building the basic table. I recommend 
that highly, as a sturdy stand on wi 
to build your new track, 

Another material 1 recommend for an 
‘excellent surface for your table top la 
‘out, is “particle board”. This material 
Comes in 8 x 4 foot sheets, in 3/8” 
thickness. It is fairly inexpensive, run- 
ning about $5 to $6 per sheet, depending 
оп the local. It has no grain, being made 
quite a Би like masonite, It is actually 
made of pressed sawdust. It is immense- 
ly strong, yet quite pliable. It is also ex- 
tremely easy to cut amd work with, 
whether you are using a router or a 


BRAID. 


For you "Hot Thumbs" out there, who are really serious about.
